SCHOOL REPORT. 


One hundred and forty-eight different pupils have been in- 


structed in our schools, during the past year. So far as the com- 
mittee has had opportunity for observation, our teachers have 
labored faithfully and efficiently. As the result, the scholars, 
with few exceptions, have made commendable progress in their 
studies. The committee in the discharge of his duties, has made 
forty-three visits to the several schools ; though in consequence of 
temporary absence from the state, he was unable to examine, at 
the close of the last term, the schools in Districts Nos. 1, 3 and 11. 

All the blackboards in our schoolhouses need one or two 
coats of liquid slating. It is believed that such an appropriation 
from the literary fund as may legally be made by the joint action of 
thé selectmen and the superintending committee, would suffice to 
defray the expense. It is hoped that at an early day this matter 
may receive due attention. 

The consideration of our citizens is invited to the question, 
whether the money which we expend on our schools would not 
prove far more serviceable to our children, if the number of our 
districts was essentially reduced. For instance, let us suppose that 
the three contiguous districts, No. 1, No. 7, and No. 11, were 
united in one, with a schoolhouse near the center of the three. 
Evidently the twenty-five scholars in the three districts would then 
require the services of one teacher only. Thus the expense of 
sustaining two extra teachers at $40 per month, and of heating 
and repairing two extra schoolhouses would be avoided. Out of 
the $249.10 appropriated to these three districts, the excess of 
$200 might lawfully be used to convey to and from the school

those scholars whose homes would be remote from the school- 
house. Instead of giving to the scholars twelve weeks only 
of schooling per year, as in District No. 1, or of seventeen or 
eighteen weeks, as in the other districts, the $200 would give to all 
the scholars nearly, or quite, thirty weeks of schooling each year. 
After the union of the districts, this essential advantage would be 
ained with no increase of expense. With some modifications,

these remarks are applicable to other portions of the town. 


REVIEW OF SCHOOLS. 


District No. 1.—Co.sy. 


This school was composed of primary scholars, and was dili- 
gently taught by Miss Lillian E. Heseltine, whose attainments, 
though incomplete, were regarded as adequate to the necessities of 
this particular school. It is understood that her work was satis-' 
factorily executed. 


District No. 2.—CENTER. 


Miss Sarah M. Wadleigh, a graduate of the high school, in 
Concord, and whose reputation had been well established by 
uniform success in teaching elsewhere, was employed throughout 
the school year. She gave herself enthusiastically to her work ; 
and the several examinations of the school evinced that, under 
her supervision, the pupils, in general, made progress which 
reflected much credit on themselves and their teacher. 


District No. 8:-——STARK. 


The first term was taught by Miss Clara E. Straw, and the 
second term by Miss Martha Putney. In each term the order of 
the school was excellent, and the advancement of the pupils all 
that could be reasonably expected. ‘These teachers are entitled 
ach to a good report.

Disrricr No. 4.—WaAIrE, 


The five scholars in the first term were faithfully and suecess- 
fully taught by Miss Mary B. Caldwell, a young but promising 
beginner in school work. Mrs. Alice P. Stone, who taught 
fourteen weeks in the winter term, fully sustained her long-estab- 
lished and well-earned reputation as a teacher, 

In educating the scholars in this district during the past year, 
the town has expended an average of $13.10 on cach scholar; in 
No. 2, $6.04; and in No. 10, $4.40 only. 


District No. 5.—MOoNTALONA. 


The two terms of sehool were conducted by Miss Emeline 
Fifield, of Manchester, a new teacher. Her work was well 
executed. The committee believes it would be profitable for the 
school if she could be employed again in the same district. 


District No. 6.—PaAGre’s Corner. 


Both terms were under the supervision of Miss Abbie C. Page, 
one of our best teachers. The many feeble voices among the 
pupils render it difficult for a stranger, on visiting the school, to 
discover the efficiency with which the work of instruction is per- 
formed. Her task, however, was well executed. 


District No. 7.—STINSON. 


This school, though small, has been managed with tact, energy 
and success, for two consecutive years, by Miss Lizzie A. Rogers, 
who enjoys the confidence of the district, and of the comunittee. 


District No. 8.—WHEELER. 


During the second year of teaching in this district, Miss Grace 
V. Colby has fully justified our sanguine anticipation of a useful 
career, when first she consented to teach. Her qualifications, love 
for the work, and past success, indicate her fitness to teach a larger 


and more advanced school. 


9() 
Districr No. 9.—BAILey. 


The school was open for one term, only, of twelve weeks ; Miss 
Mary B. Caldwell, teacher. Here again, as in the Waite dis- 
trict, her work received the approval of the committee, and, as is 


understood, was acceptable to all who are interested in the school. 
Districr No. 10.—Ray. 


Miss Mary Ella Merrill performed her work here so lovingly 
and suecessfully, that, while we commend her acceptance of a 
more permanent position, we regret her withdrawal from our corps 


of teachers. 
District No. 11.—BuRNHAM. 


The fact that Miss Loella Pattee, of Goffstown, has been em- 
ployed in this school for two successive years is interpreted as an 
index of the esteem in which she is generally held in the district. 
The examinations which the committee has been able to attend 
have been decidedly creditable to her, and to her school. 


In the schoolhouse in the Center, a select school is in progress, 
in which opportunity is offered for studying the higher English 
branches, and Latin and Greek. John B. Mills, Esq., principal. 


One change in text books has been made during the year. 
Hagar’s Common School, and Eaton’s Primary Arithmetics have 
been removed, and Greenleaf?’s New Arithmetic has been intro- 
duced. The interests of our schools call for an early change of 
the text book in English Grammar; Swinton’s, for instance, is 
decidedly preferable to the’ book which is now in use.
